iu rejecting Lieutenant Governor Robert- 
son's demand for tho presiding officer's chair 
has not been definitely settled. It was tho 
purpose to do so, but Wednesday afternoon 
tho president pro-torn of tho senate filed in 
tho circuit court ot this country an infor- 
mation in quo ivarranto 03 -well as an appli- 
cation tor injunction and ouster against the 
lieutenant governor. 
Tho allegations are 


partly those of bis ilrst suit for injunction 
against Secretary of State Myers, to prevent 
tho transmission of the election returns to 
the speaker oJ tho house. Smith was defeated 
in that suit. Ho now in addition sots up that 
Robertson has unlawfully assumed tho title 
and duties of the office of lieutenant gov- 
ernor. Tho defendant is required to answer 
Thursday and show cause why a restraining 
ordor should not bo granted ponding argu- 
ment. It is expected it will at once roach tho 
supremo court, which will, it is supposed, 
render an early decision. 


Judge Ayros rofusod to issue tho restrain- 


ing order as prayed for without notico, but 
granted a writ upon defendant to appear at 
0 o'clock Thursday morning acd show cause 
why such restraining order should not issue 
ponding a final hearing of the case. Tho in- 
stitution o£ this proceeding has revived pop- 
ular excitement ever tho situation, and it 
was tho all-absorbing topic of conversation 
Wednesday night in tho crowded hotel lob- 
bies. Tho situation is regarded by clear- 
headed observers as moro critical than at any 
time sinco tho pending complications arose, 
and there are gravo apprehensions ot what 
a few days may bring forth. 


Col. Robertson was soon by a correspond- 


ent after tho adjournment of tho Repub- 
lican caucus. Ho said ho should appaar by 
attorney to tho Smith proceedings, when a 
demurrer would bo entered to the jurisdiction 
oC tho court. If the court accepted jurisdic- 
tion, ho would make a vigorous and, he 
thought, a successful defonso. 
Ho expressed 


tbe opinion that tho court had no authority 
in tho promises, and addod thata contingency 
would probab ly arise, should a restraining 
ordor issue, which would givo tho court on 
opportunity to commit him to jail for con- 
tempt, or at least to make an effort to do so. 
Tliis means that Col. Robertson intends to 
preside ovor the joint convention in tho 
house on tho 19th insb., in disregard of tho 
rule of tho 
court, if such order in issued, 


and tako tho consequences. 


Tho Democratic caucus adjourned at mid- 


night, having boon in session sinco 8 o'clock. 
Tho proceedings were highly important, and 
promise a sensation of no small magnitude. 
Resolutions were adopted by a unanimous 
vote reciting tho adjournment of the senate 
from Friday last until Tuesday, tho proceed- 
ings in tho hall of representatives on Mon- 
day with reference to tho canvass ot tho voto 
for lieutenant governor, and tho attendance 
of the ninotoan Republican senators there- 
upon, in violation of tho order ot the senate, 
and instructing tho senate committee on 
elections to investigate tho matter and re- 
port whether such senators should bo ex- 
pelled for their action in tho promises. The 
resolution will bo adopted in tho senato Fri- 
day, and it is expected the election commit- 
Uio will report later in tho week in favor of 
tbo expulsion of tho eutiro Republican mi- 
nority.

A Riot ut Xoirport If own Caunns the 9111- 


Itla To Be Sent Tlicro. 


NORFOLK, Va., Jan. 13.— Tho tug Archie 


of tho Newport News & Mississippi Vallay 
Railroad company, arrived hero about 3 
o'clock Wednesday from. Newport News, and 
reports that everything is quiet among the 
striking stevedores at that place. Tho ware- 
houses of tho Old Dominion Land company 
wero slightly damaged by an incendiary fire 
Tuesday during a small riot of tho strikers. 
Fivo military companies wore ordered from 
Richmond and Hampton Tuesday night by 
Governor Loo aud arrived early Wednesday 
morning, in command of Gen. Anderson and 
Maj. 
J. Y. Bidgood, o£ tho First Virginia 


regiment, and are quartered on board tho 
steamer John Rumor at that place. It is 
thought tho presence of tho military will pre- 
vent any further trouble. 


Lator uows states that the railroad com- 


pany (Newport News & Mississippi Valiey) 
brought down a number of hands to tal:o tho 
places of 'longshoremen now on a strike. The 
strikers succeeded in sotting twenty-seven 
of these 
new hands to agree 
to quit, 


but Gen. Wickham, socoud vico president 
of 
tho 
road, 
mado them 
& 
speoch 


and succeeded in getting thorn to return to 
work. Tho Knights of Labor assembly at 
Newport News, had 
a 
lengthy session 


Wednesday afternoon, at which tho steve- 
dores were present. Tho determination ar- 
rived at was not to go to work unless tho 
railroad company acceded to tho demands of 
tho strikers. 


The arbitration committee have informed 


Geu. Wickham that they are ready to confer 
with him at such time as may please bim. 
Tho now men are ready to go to work on tho 
coal docks as soon as the railroad company 
compromises with tho old hands. Tho stove- 
dores arc qulob and boldly conGdont of win- 
ning their fight. There arc no indications of 
any collision between tho troops and tho 
rioters. Business ia suspended and not a store 
was open in Newport News Wednesday. The 
populace in tbo town and country adjacent 
is very much excited over tho stato of af- 
fairs,

NEW YOUR, Jan. 13.—Tho strike of long- 


shoreman remains unchanged. Tho Old Do- 
minion line acknowledges that the attempt 
of the men to causA other lines to boycott its 
freight has boon partially successful.

ANOTHER MISSOURI PACIFIC TRAIN 


WRECKED BY MISCREANTS, 


"Who Narrowly Eacnpo Btiltl£ Lynched

Charged Against tlio KnJfrlits of Lllbor 
—Tho Engineer Crushed Under III* 
Kngiuo and Others Mortally Injured. 


ATCIIISOX, 
Kail., Jan. 13.—About 
12 


o'clock Tuesday night t!io south-bound pas- 
souger train on the Missouri Pnciflc oxtea- 
sion \vas thrown from tbo track about half a 
milocnstof Duubar, 5xob,, and completely 
wrecked. The wrock was undoubtedly tlio 
work of som'j miscreant who tampered "with 
tlio track, as an examination showed that 
the tish-plaLGs had boon romovod from tho in- 
silo rail and a ciruv-bar was found four feet 
Irom tbo track. It is stated that Hewitt, 
tho enginoor, ivns 
not in favor 
of the 


Knights of Labor, bocaus9 of his loyalty to 
Iho company, and that he had recdvud sev- 
eral threatening letters. It is also stated 
that 
within tho last four months four 


switches had boon opened mysterioua'y be- 
fore his train, but that in each case ho had 
discovered it in time, 


Tho wrecked train consisted ot an engine, 


baggage and express car, smoker, paBSOiiROr- 
co.-ich, .chair-car, and sloopor, and carried a 
largo number of passengers. The scone of the 
wrock was on a curve, vrhero tho track runs 
around tho base of a high, wooded hill on a 
six-foot embankment 
At tho foot ol the 


embankment is a small stream, and along 
this stream tho cars were scattered promiscu- 
ously, some on their sidos and some bottom' 
up. Tho engine turned over oa its side, pin- 
ning tho engineer, James Dowitt, to tho 
ground, with the throttle bar through his 
right side. 
Tho fireman, Walter H. Gates, 


of Kansas City, was thrown out of the cab 
and MBriously scaldod. Tho express messen- 
ger, Frank I. Chonowoth, of Kansas City, 
was struck on tho hoad by a heavy pieco ot 
baggago aud had bis skull fractured, 
Tiio 


chair-car turned over and landed bottom up, 
with all the passengers in a heap amid broken 
lamps, soats, and personal baggage. Some 
one started to strike a match, but the rest 
bogged him to desist, as it might set lira to 
tho car. 


A gentleman who was in tho car when it 


wont over describes tho scono as one never lo 
bo forgotten. All tho lamps wont out, ucttir 
darkness prevailed, and everybody antici- 
pated that a Uro would break out and destroy 
thani. Fortunately this did not occur, and 
soon a relief party burst in the doors with 
axes and took tho passungor-j out, some very 
seriously hurt, but all more or loss bruised. 
Tho sleeping-coach was literally wrecked, 
but, strango' to say, only one person was 
dangerously injured. 
This was Mrs. Arm- 


strong, wife of tho superintendent o£ tho 
Asylum for Incurables, at San Francisco. 
She was thrown out of her borth, and a very 
heavy man fell on top of her. 
It is feared 


she is injured internally. Tho passengers in 
tho other cars are all moro or less shaken up 
and injured.

which may furnish a clow. 
Tho sheriff and 


sovorol others are searching the neighbor- 
hood, and a reward will bo offered for tho 
wreckers.
